Senator Poindexter Makes Spirited 


Attack on Recently Created Tribunal. 


W ashington, Dec. 6.—W hen the gong 
sounded in the sen ate for the in trod uc­ 
tion of hills the intermountain coun­ 
try was heard from through S enator 
Miles P oindexter of W ashington, who 
introduced a bill to abolish the United 
S tates com m erce court. 
It was the 
first bill offer* d. 
E ver since the com m erce court e n ­ 
joined the in te rsta te com m erce com­ 
mission from enforcing its order made 
p ursuan t to th** long and short haul 
clause in the last railw ay act th e com­ 
m ercial bodies of several of the inter- 
m ountain 
cities, 
notably 
Spokane, 
which is the hom e of S enator Poin­ 
dexter, have been calling loudly foi 
the abolition of the court. 
R ep resen tative La Follette, a rela­ 
tive of the sen ato r from Wisconsin, 
who also rep resen ts the congressional 
district in which Spokane is located, 
has a bill to abolish the court. T here 
are m any o thers, go m any in fact that 
som e of the sen ato rs and re p re se n ta ­ 
tives who had prepared to introduce 
bills of like character have abandoned 
th eir idea, having no d esire to “gild 
pure gold” or "paint the lily.” 
In presenting his hill the senator 
from W ashington m ade a spirited a t­ 
tack on the m w tribunal. 
Form erly 
a judge of the circuit court In his 
state th e senator, who as an insurgent 
is already on record in favor of the 
recall of the judiciary by th e people, 
avowed him self in favor of enforcing 
the recall by legislative m andate. 
"T h e com m erce court,” said he, "in 
every im portant case w here the peti 
tion was filed by a railroad company, 
has enjoined the ord ers of th e in ter­ 
state com m erce commission. 
It has 
destroyed 
the 
effectiveness of this 
commission. 
T he comm ission by its 
good work for years has won the con­ 
fidence of the people. 
Its m em bers 
have become ex perts in their particu ­ 
lar field." 


RETARDS IRRIGATION WORK 


Montana Man Attacks Department cf 
the Interior.

charges that "the bureaucratic system 
of th e d ep artm e n t of the interior, to­ 
g eth er with red tHpe,” is retarding the 
irrigation projects of the country and 
th at thousands of people in M ontana 
are starving because of the system , 
w ere made before the National Irrig a­ 
tion congress at its opening session. 
Fred W hiteside, a state sen ato r and 
a delegate from M ontana, in urging 
the congress to act on th e charges, de 
d a r e d that fit) per cent of th** money 
spent by the governm ent on irrigation 
was for "supervision," and th a t in one 
in stance seventeen ‘‘supervisors” were 
employed to w atch eight m en dig a 
tunnel. 
T he Milk river project in N orthern 
M ontana, he said, although begun in 
1903, is not an yw here n ea r com pletion 
and only 2.000 out of the 240,000 acres 
had been w atered, while one-fourth of 
the m oney had been spent.
